PROF. B. WILLIAMS 
TALKS ON PARKMAN 

McGill Professor Gives Lec- 
ture on Francis Parkman 

Professor Basil Williams Head of 
Iho Department of History, spoko 
Sunday morning al tho Church of 
the Messiah on Prune Is Parkman.

hi Ills ree|t;i| n t tho Orphcum 
Theatre on Hiindhy afternoon, Vladi- 
mir rtoHlng. the celebrated Russian 
tenor, showed himself to be some- 
thing more than the possessor of n 
beautiful voice; He Is endowed with 
a rare historic skill that, enables him 
to assume in his own person the 
character portrayed in whatever 
song ho may happen to he singing, 
and his voice is not content to ion m 
'inly within the narrow confines of 
Uie musical scnio hut changes with 
each mood or every song, now soar. 
Inc In tho clenr beauty or very 
ecstapy, now gibbering with the empty 
lon»s or an Idiot, peasant, now sink- 
ing almost to a whisper in the bitter 
agony of disillusionment or rising to 
the terrible tumult In which the too 
heavy burdened souls beats up to 
Heaven— in vain. In the interpreta- 
tion of his songs. Rosing does not 
employ gesture. In songs such as 
Arcnsky's Beautiful "Lullaby" and 
Cui's "Romance" which opened his 
programme, Rosing sings with hands 
clasped -lo his breast, head uplifted 
and eyes closed, lost In a forgetful- 
ncss of everything save, the magic or 
ihe song. The audience were star- 
lied. however, when at the com- 
mencement of the third number— 
Mo-ussorgsky's Savlshna, the love 
song of the village idiot— they saw 
the singer begin to stoop— his shoul- 
ders drooped, his toes turned In. and 
over his face came tho vacant look 
and meaningless smile of semi-imbe- 
clllty, then in a flood of hurried, half 
panting words came the pitiful song 
in which the Idot of a Russian vill- 
age pours out passionate entreaty 
for the love of the village beauty. It 
was a. piece of powerful, if hollow, 
realism, which - Rpsiog..w,3 3 forced to 
repeat in an - encore.' ' '. 

The keynote of Sunday's concert 
was contrast and variety. The pro- 
gramme consisted of Russian. French 
and English songs, Rosing singing 
In each of these languages. .The 
range of the songs varied from such 
quiet lovely things as Rachmanin- 
off's "In the Silence of Night" and 
Gretchaninoff's "The Steppe" to the 
dramatic vigour of Moussorgysky's 
"Song of the Flea." and the "Siberian 
Convict Dance.." . -Perhaps Rosing 
won greatest success in his inter- 
pretation of Nevstrouff's song, of 
'The Wanderer," which tel^s of the 
hunger and cold and the heart-bitter 
sorrow of the Russian peasant on the 
cruel winter plains. Of the quieter 
songs Rimsky-Korsakov's "Chauson 
d'lndo' e" seemed most beautiful. 
Rosing sings it as a dreamy plain- 
tive echo of distant music like sir- 
en song, heard in the distance breath- 
ing the fragrance and mystery of tho 
East. 

The English programme was an in- 
teresting one. consisting of two fine 
modem numbers in Cyril Scott's "In- 
vocation to Love,'' and Frank Bridge's 
"Love Went A-riding," while two 
folk songs gave Rosing an opportun- 
ity to display his dramatic ability in 
songs other than Russian. "My fa- 
ther has some very Fine Sheep'" is 
an Irish version of "Old Macdonald 
had a Farm," and it was pleasant to 
find à great artist who thought it no

FIVE O'CLOCK 

Spent Many Years as Mis* 
sionary in Labrador 

At five o'clock this afternoon, Dr. 
Wilfred T, Greufell, M. \)„ V. M. (!., 
I''. H. C. S. (Oxon)i who Iiiih spent 
many years as a. intsslouiiry in Lab- 
rador, will address the student body of 
.McGill at tho Convocation Hall of the 
Uoyal Victoria College. The meet- 
ing will be hold under tho auspices 
of tho Canadian Chili. 

Dr. Grenfell began his work thir- 
ty-five years ago, when he was a 
medical missionary on a trawler In 
the Xorth Sea. In 1S92 ho ciiinu out 
to Labrador and ilid much arduous 
work among the fisher folk.; of the 
coast . 

For several years Dr. Grenfell cur- 
ried on his work single handed. Ho 
had to overcome much political and 
religious opposition, but succeeded, 
at' length, in interesting others in his 
endeavour. 

This field or Dr. Gl'OtifCll's work 
Includes . the northern peninsula of 
Xewfoundland. Forty-seven thous- 
and peoplo consisting mainly of de- 
scendants of English, Scotch, and 
French Pioneers form tho population 
of tho district served by Dr. Grenfell. 
The largo stretch of hind known sis 
Labrador, which comes under the 
Doctor's care, has a population of 
some three thousand white people, a 
number which is considerably in- 
creased during the summer months. 
On this coast Dr. Grenfell found a 
simple, honest people, totally lacking 
medical care and without schools of 
any kind. The question is often 
asked whether this population Is 
worthy of the money and effort ex- 
pended on it. Dr. Grenfell thinks 
that a sturdy, self reliant people such 
as they are, deserve great attention. 

As a recognition of tho splendid 
services rendered by the men of thiB 
Coast during the Great War, the Xavy 
League of Canada last year made a 
substantial gift to Dr. Grenfell for 
the maintenance of this work. The 
object of tho Mission from the begin- 
ning and its policy throughout has 
been to help these people to help 
themselves.

Who Fell in the Service of 
Their Country

Erection of Tablet the Work 
of Returned Undergrad- 
uates Association 

'.'Nothing \vr can <lo can ;i>Ul le (he 
honour those yoimg mon have gtiinctl," 
srtkl Sir Arthur • Currie in linvoltins 
the memorial tablet yesterday in the 
McGill Union ;o those mon «f McCiill 
!'f ivho gave their lives in (he great \\,ir. 
"Hat her are we unveiling this tablet to 
commémora le to ourselves and 10 all 
i ages their response to the call of duty." 

The service was rather late in be- 
ginning. Scheduled for eleven o'clock 
it was almost clevon-thirty before 
"Hail Alma Mater" was sung by the 
gathorlng of over one hundred. 

C. .1 Titfmursh. chairman of the 
eoting, outlined briefly the history of 
the Returned Undorgraduatos Asso- 
ciation. To-day only a few returned 
men are loft in the University and be- 
fore bringing the work of tho Asso- 
ciation to an end it was decided to 
erect a memorial to their fallen com- 
rades. U. £. Amos submitted the 
successful design and supervised the 
actual bronze work. 

At the conclusion of the Chairman » 
remaries the gathering, lead by the 
six-piece orchestra., sang "O God, Our 
Help in Ages Hast," and then with 
the audience standing, the guard of 
honour presenting arms, and the 
bugles sounding the "Lnsf Tost - ' Sir 
Arthur unvclied the tablet. Miss Hur!- 
batt thou laid a wreath from the 
Women's Graduate Society directly 
under the Memorial. 

"Those men." stated the Principal in 
his nddreQss. "though trained in col- 
lege in tho arts of peace, when duty 
called passed to the triais of bitter war. 
The ideal that tho last war would end 
all war had boon shattered. But (ihor 
ideals had called our men into the lists. 
AVo believed the Empire was in prril 
and wen: to war. not simply to help 
the 13hglisli the people, !;u: to preserve 
Oie British Empire in which we be- 
lieve, in whose traditions wo share, 
and of which we all form a part. 
Another ideal was that of religious 
liberty and civil liberty for which our 
Empire has always stood. All parts 
of the Empire are linked in its destiny.

But shall this Empire pass away, 
like the ancient empires ol the past 
which have loft behind nothing but 
crumbling relics of once ephemeral 
trior?' - - And the .answer to this is no.
